HISTORY OF EARLY LEGISLATION 


Before the establishment of designated depositories, or any system- 
atic methods for the distribution of public documents, special acts 
were passed at various times providing for the printing of & sufficient 
number of copies of the yublic journals of the Senate and House of 
Representatives for distribution to the executives of the several States 
mal cach branch of the State and territorial legislatures. Provision 
was also mede at times for supplying these journals, the acts, and 
sometimes the documents and reports, to each university and college 
incorporeted in each State, as well as to the incorporated historical 
societics throughout the country. : 

During the 13th Congress, second session, December 27, 1813, & 
resolution was adopted embodying these provisions which hed hereto- 
fore been covered by special legislation, and not only directing distribu- 
tion for a Congress, but “for every future Congress.” Two hundred 
copies in addition to the usual number was the limit named for docu- 
ments, and this, of course, Was more than sufficient for the needs at 
that early day. 

By joint resolutions approved July 20, 1840, and April 30, 1844, the 
number of copies of journals and documents printed was increesed to 
300. 

‘A resolution of January 28, 1857, us amended by resolution of 
March 20, 1858, was the “anal basis of the institution of depositorics. 
By these provisions the journals and decuments which up to that 
time, were doposited in tho Library of Congress for distribution by 
the Librarian, and 250 copies of those delivered to the Department 
of State for distribution by that Department to colleges und other 
literary instilutions, were transferred to the jurisdiction of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior “for distribution to such colleges, public libraries, 
‘aihencums, literary and scientific institutions, and bourds of trado or 
public associations as mLy be designated to him by the Kepresentutive 
tn Congress from each congressiona) district and by the Delegate from 
ouch ‘Territory in the United States,” 

The following February, a the second session, as5th Congress 
(Feb. 5, 1859), 2a ack wes passed providing for “keeping and dis- 
tributing ail pubic documents” (it Stat, 379). This act charged 
the Sceretary of the Interior with “receiving, orranging, safels aning, 
and distribution” of public documents “of every neture,” already oF 
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dispose of publications which they have retained for at least 0 yeais 
with the ees of and in accordance with instructions from tho 
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from tho Congressional Library aud other places all accumulations 
of books, journals, ctc., and appropriated $22,000 for the purpose. 
He was directed by the act to keep accurate statistics of the receipt 
and distribution of all books. 

Section 5 of this act further amended the resolution of January 28, 
1857, by providing for the designation of a library by cach of the 
Senators, and directing that the distribution should be made first to 
such States as had not yet beon covered by distribution, and that in 
the future the distribution should be kept equal in each congressional 
district and territory. 

All books, maps, charts, etc., heretofore deposited in the Department 
of State were also turned over to the Secretary of the Intericr. 

The act of February 5, 1859, was in force without amendment until 
March 2, 1861, at the 36th Congress, second session, when a long act 
to amend was passed (12 Stat. 244), the most importent feature of 
which as affecting general distribution was contained in the first sec- 
tion, which gave the Secretary of the Interior the right to designate 
libraries to receive publications of which the edition was not sufficient 
to supply the regular depositories to be named by the Senators and 
Representatives. His power of selection was limited, however, by 8 
proviso in section 2, which stated that sn the future the public docu- 
ments to be distributed by the Secretary of the Interior should be 
gent to the institutions already designated, unless he should be satisfied 
that any such institution was no longer a suitable depository for the 
game. This act also contained a clause repealing all acts or parts of 
acts inconsistent with its provisions. 

Upon the basis of these acts the Revised Statutes were compiled, 
and chapter 7, sections 497 to Sil, pages 82 to 85, contain all opers- 
tive provisions reenacted at that time end superseding all former 
enactments. 

No legislation can be found prior to that contained in the General 
Printing Act of January 12, 1895, affecting the State and territorial 
librarics, and it is thought thabit became customary to send documents 
regularly to these libraries, under the discretionary powers vested in 
the Secretary of the Interior, which would account for their appearance 
on the depository list many years prior to i895.

“Government publication” a3 used in this chapter, means informational matter 
which is published as an individual! document at Government expense, or as 
required by law. 


§ 1902. Availability of Government publications through Superintendent of 
Documents; lists of publications not ordered from Government 
Printing Office 
Government publications, except those determined by their issuing components 
to be require icial ust.anlyar for strictly adininis{rative or operational 
purposes which have no public interest “or educational value and publications’ 
classificd for réasons of national security, shall be made available to depository 
libraries through the facilities of the Superintendent of Documents for public 
information, Each component of the Government shall furnish the Superintendent 
of Docuinents a list of such publications it issued during the previous month, that 
were obtained from sources other than the Government Printing Office., 


§ 1903. Distribution of publications to depositories; notice to Government com- 
ponents; cost of printing and binding 
Upon request of the Superintendent of Documents, components of the Govern- 
ment ordering the printing of publications shall either increase or decrease the 
number of copies of publications furnished for distribution to designated depository 
libraries and State Hbraries so that the number of copies delivered to the Superin- 
tendent of Documenis is equal to the number of libraries on the list. The number 
thus delivered may not be restrieted by any statutory limitation In force on 
August 9, 1962. Copies of publications furnished the Superintendent of Decuments 
for distribution to designated depository Jibraries shall include— 
the journal of the Senate and House of Representatives; 
al] publications, not confidential in character, printed upen the requisition 
of a congresstonal cammibices; 
_ Senate and House public bills and resolutions; and 
reports on private bills, concurrent or simple resolutions;
